JOHN PEARCE APPOINTED TO HEAD GWU'S 
PROGRAM IN HISTORIC PRESERVATION 

WASHINGTON, D.C. — John Pearce, state historic preservation officer 
for Maryland since 1975 and federal programs administrator of the Maryland 
Historical Trust since 1974, has been appointed director of the graduate program 
in historic preservation at the George Washington University. Mr. Pearce vill 
be an adjunct associate professor of urban pleuining and American civilization. 

"I think our program is very fortunate in its location,” Pearce says. 
"Washington has absolutely unique resources in the eirea of historic preser¬ 
vation. We will continue to offer training to people who want to draw on those 
special resources as well as those in practice! preservation. I also hope to 
add some new courses to the curriculum—for instance, preservation law and 
historical archaeology." 

Mr. Pearce succeeds Professor Frederick Gutheim who is retiring as director 
of the program. GW's historic preservation program is unique in that it is the 
only program in the country which involves a Joint degree concentration common 
to three established academic areas— American studies (offering the M.A. euid 
Ph.D. concentration in historic preservation); history (offering the M.A. only); 
and urban and regional planning (offering the M.U.R.P.). The program was begun 
in 1975 with initial funding from the National Endowment for the Arts and the 
National Trust for Historic Preservation. Approximately forty students are 


currently enrolled.

From 196U to 1970 Pearce was curator, and then curator and director, 
depeu*tment of properties. National Trust for Historic Preservation. He was 
assistant curator and later associate cxarator of cultxiral history, Smithsoniam 
Institution, 1959-64; curatorial assistant, Henry Francis du Pont Winterthur 
Museum, 1959» and assistant to the director, graduate program in city planning, 

Yale University, 1956-57. 

Mr. Pearce has supervised many exhibits at the Smithsonian Institution emd 
the National Trust for Historic Preservation as well as for individuals and other 
institutions. He has written articles for such magazines as Antiques , 

Connoisseur , and Historic Preservation . He wrote the basic topographical listing 
of all major Americem historic, architectural and museum sites for the Encyclo¬ 
pedia of World Art and "American Architecture" for the new edition of the Dic¬ 
tionary of American History . His book, American Painting 1560-1913 , was published 
in 1964 by McGraw-Hill. 

A native of Baltimore, Pearce graduated from the BeQtimore Polytechnic 
Institute and received a B.A. in American studies from Yale University in 1956. 

He was a fellow of the Winterthur program in early Americem culture and earned an 
M.A. in that field from the University of Delaware (1959). He also studied 
historical field archaeology at Colonial Williamsburg; and English architecture 
and decorative arts in the English National Trust s\amner school course at 
Attingham Park, Shropshire, England. 

Mr. Pearce was U.S. representative to the I966 conference of the Inter¬ 
national Covmcil of Monuments and Sites, held in Prague emd Levoca, Czechoslovakia. 
He is currently a member of The Committee of 100 on the Federeul City and the 
National Park Seminary Task Force of the Maryland National Capital Park and 
Planning Commission. He is also a member of the National Conference of State 
Historic Preservation Officers. 
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
